The presi
dent will send in his message and con-
grese have 1o provide for the local
guvernment of our newly acquired ter-
ritories. The gquestiou is not involved
in any more difficulties than were sne-
cesstully disposed of in the settlement
of issues bearing cpon the regulation
of previously acguired territory. In the
solution of these complicated andgrave
questions the experisace and knowl-
sdge of the presddent and the confi-
deuce which be imspires o the coun-
try, regardless of party, will Le an Im-
porfant if not a dominamt fector Ju
eongressional legislation.
